I, Rebecca M. McNeill, do hereby declare and say that: 

1 . The specification (paragraph bridging pages 1-2) is amended to recite that 
"severe hypercalcemia, usually defined as 3.7 mmol/L (15 mg/dL) or above, is a medical 
emergency. When serum calcium is 3.7 to 4.5 mmol/L (15 to 18 mg/dL) or higher, coma 
and cardiac arrest can occur."
